PROTECTION 
FOR LATVIA’S 
RARE BIRDS 

Latvia's Ministry lor Forestry 
and tho Wood- Working Industry 
lias announced the creation ol 
3B ornithological sanctuaries. 
This means that all the nesting 
grounds or rare birds in Latvia 
havo been registered and are 
now under supervision. 

Felling trees and olher bu- 
siness activities have been for- 
bidden In specified areas within 
a radius of up to three kilomet- 
res. Timber industry enterprises 
have been ordered to shift ihelr 
activities lo other areas. From 
early spring till late autumn all 
people whether carrying guns or 
cameras have been barred From 
the reserve for a ten-yea i 
period. 

Researchers at the Biology In- 
stitute of the Latvian Academy 
oF Sciences are seeking out and 
making lists of rare birds. They 
have recommended -that over 180 
nesting places be taken .under 
protection, and these measures 
have already brought rich 
returns; in the few years or- 
nithologists have registered 
growing numbers of black stork, 
es well as of lha osprey nnd 
spoiled eagle. A grey heron 
colony baa recently been dis- 
covered on Iho sea coast, and 
eagle owls, sea eagles utid black 
kites have made thuii ap- 
pi-draiico In several orens.

THE M05COW ENSEMBLE OF PLASTIC DRAMA 


When words Fall, tha mo- 
ment comes for llio plastic ex- 
pression of feelings. This is how 
Giedrius Mackovldlus, the foun- 
der and director of the ensomblo 
and writer of moat of its scripts, 
characterizes Us work. 

First, a few wonts about 
Mackeviflus. Ha Is 37 and a 
chemist by profession, but, as 
often happens with artistically 
and musically gifted people, he 
changed Ills oonipatlou “Just in 
llmo”. Ho acted for Bvo years 
at the youth theatre of tho Li- 
thuanian capital of Vilnius. Then 
he acted at the drama theatre 
In the Lithuanian city of Kaunas, 
[n 1977 he graduated from the 
Moscow Lunacharsky institute 
of the Dramatic Art. Today he 
teaches tho techniques of acting 
at the Institute. 


Many actors want to be di- 
rectors but It Is Toroly that such 
dreams come true. Many direc- 
tors look forward to having "a 
theatre of their own", "ft aludlo 
of their own", “an ensemble 
of their own", but some are 
scared by responsibility, and 
others by the complexity of 
combining tho professions of ac- 
ting and directing.

In the opi- 
nion of Mnckevitlus, pantomime 
la one of the bases of the 
"theatre of plastics", the others 
Including ballet, literature, mu- 
sic, the art of declamation, as 
well as dramatic and artistic 
approach. 

Unlike pantomime, In which 
gestures are substituted for 
words, this la not entirely tha 
case In plastic drama which also 
differs from ballet. Giedrlus 
Mackevlfilus claims that the en- 
semble's performances are noted 
for a completely different di- 
mension of "acting existence", 
sincerity and emotionality and, 
more Important, a harmonic 
combination of poetry, music 
and dance... 

The backbone or tha scripts 
used by the ensemble In lls pro- 
ductions Is always original, al- 
though very often recourse Is 
had to well-known literary 
works. This backbone Is often 
surprising, for instance; "Sea- 
sons" based on the fairy tales 
of H.C. Anderson: "The Shine 
of the Golden Fleece"— a syn- 
thesis of myth and apoit; 'The 
Snowstorm” after the works of
